Applicant's amendment of 12-18-03 has overcome the previous rejections of 1 12/l s 
paragraph regarding new matter, and the objection to the specification. The specification and 
claim 1 have been amended to include the original proviso. No new matter is noted. Therefore, 
the previous rejection and objection are withdrawn herein for the allowance of pending claims 1, 
2, 7, 16, 18, 23, 24, 26-34, 36, 43, 44, and 50-55. 

An update search yields the reference of Gribble et. al. (US 4,668,671) which teaches 
tricyclic derivatives in which both of the outside rings can either be benzo or pyrido. However, 

5 8 7 

said reference does not teach a side chain corresponding to (Q) m -Ar-(CHR )-(CR (OR ))-(O0)- 
YR 8 . Thus, there is no anticipation and no motivation for a prima facie case of obviousness.
